Flames roaring, smoke pouring out

* yesterday morning in the yellow ware 
pottery at the corner of Twelfth and 
Wood streets. Wellsville. 
At a few minutes past 6 o'clock an 
alarm was telephoned into central sta­ 
tion and in an 
exceptionally 
short 
time 
fire companies Nos

and the hook and ladder company No. 
I were on the scene of the conflagra­ 
tion. 
But before the firemen . rrived 
scores of people had rushed pell mell 
from their homes 
to 
the 
burning 
buildings, and all displayed an eager­ 
ness to assist in conquering the fire. 
The first sight that met the gaze of 
the firemen was smoke 
and 
flame 
f belching forth from windows and oth­ 
er apertures in the glost kiln 
shed. 
Men were working on the flamer from 
the inside and the firemen soon had 
volumes of water spraying on the 
burning structure.

The water for 
a 
time, however, 
seemed to only aggravate the roadden- 
f 
ing flames as they swept through the 
\ buildings like magic. 
First here and 
^ 
there the red tongued flame made its 
appearance, and that the pottery es­ 
caped without being totally destroyed 
can only be attributed to tho heroic 
and untiring efforts of the dauntless 
firemen. 
For almost two hours the firemen, 
under command of 
Chief 
Lownds, 
were compelled to labor before the 
fire was completely extinguished. At 
one time during the excitement it was 
feared that the 
entire 
plant 
was 
doomed—that was when flames were 
seen emerging from the roo? of the 
packing department which 
lr, 
filled 
with straw and dry packing material, 
but very luckily the flames in this 
department were 
quenched 
without 
trouble. 
The fire was discovered by 
a resident opposite the pottery 
on 
Wood street. 
It was then in the glost kiln shed 
which adjoins the biscuit and glost 
ware and packing departments. 
No one is able to state definitely 
t)jf> origin of the fire, but the general 
presumption is that it started from a 
spark falling from the glost kiln, it 
having been burned during the night. 
The total loss as estimated hy J. W. 
Patterson, one of the owners, will 
reach nearly $8,000. and is divided as 
follows: 
The buildings exclusive, $4,000; the 
biscuit ware. $1,500, and 
the 
gloat 
ware, $2,500. 
Everything was fully covered 
by 
insurance. 
The office was gutted by 
the fire, but all papers and books of 
value were saved, they being locked in 
an Iron safe. 
The owners of the plant are Messrs 
J. W.f George B., Henry and James 
Patterson, all brothers. 
They^ stated 
that the loss entailed by the fire is 
not confined alone to the destruction 
• of the ware and buildings, but more 
to the after results, as they vin be 
held back for such 
a long time in 
filling orders which have been piling 
in upon them more rapidly during the 
past few months than ever before in 
the history of the plant. 
They have 
also made announcement that the rn 
ins will be replaced by a new structure 
immediately after the insurance 
ad­ 
juster has finished his inspection.

We haw ordered some 
meters, aud when they arrive we pro­ 
pose to Install them wherever we deem 
it necessary. 
When a leak Is reported 
at our office we send a man to see 
what is the matter, und as a result In 
many cases the supply Is low. 
We tell 
these parties the hydrant has been left 
running when It should not have been, 
and Invariably we are told that tho 
running will be stopped In the ifuture. 
But It is not. Wlthlfi the past y-*nr our 
consumption has Increased over 175,- 
000 gallons daily, and unless some pre­ 
caution is taken, we will be compelled 
by necessity to purchase a new pump. 
These things cannot b<- bought for a 
song. The revenues have Increased 
only about $1,700, and by this if can be 
readily seen that water Is furnlrhed at 
below cost.

Phil Morley, "and the meters are the 
best things in tti** world to do it.” 
When asked for some figures on this 
matter. Superintendent Morley said: 
’’For years we have been troubled in 
looking after leaks, aud as the work 
of our men has become so extensive. 
we have been compelled to take se­ 
vere measures. W e have ordered souk* 
meters, and when they arrive we pro­ 
pose to install them wherever we deem 
it necessary. 
When a leak Is reported 
at our office we send a man to see 
what is tin* matter, and as a result in 
ninny rases the supply is low. 
We tell 
these parties tin* hydrant has bomi left 
running when It should not have been, 
and invariably we are told that the 
running will be stopped in the future. 
But it Is not. Withifl the past y**nr our 
consumption has Increased over 175,- 
0(H) gallons daily, and unless seme ;>ri 
caution Is taken, we will bi* compelled 
by necessity to purchase a new pump 
These things cannot he bought for a 
song. 
The revenues have increased 
only about $1,700, and by this it can be 
readily seen that water Is furnirhed at 
below cost. 
That is not business, you 
know. 
W ilful waste of water is an Im­ 
portant question with the trustees, and 
it must be stopped, and that immedi­ 
ately.”

CHOLERA AND 
THE 
PLACUE. 


Four More Cases of Former and Two 


Deaths of Latter, Reported 


at Manila. 


Manila, March 2.—There have been 
four more cases of cholera here and 
two more deaths from the plague are 
reported. 
The health authorities be­ 
lieve that their rigid precautions have 
averted an epidemic.

“The Bridal of Pernaoook” at the 
beginning, as if typifying his earliest 
poetic am bition finding the legend on 
the banks of his own M errim ac, thus indicating th a t he would not go ta r 
afield for the them es of ids poetry. Like Scott, and Irving aftei a .a .. he i^tr. - 
duces the old fashioned “chronicle* of border w ars to give an air of o. edibility 
to a legend w hich might .us well have been gathered from the landlord of the 
m ountain intl as from the fourth beck in his representative 1.1 tar;, of 
Bun­ 
yan. W atts and a file of alm anacs.” B ut ties w as a custom of the time. The 
apostrophe to th e river w hich flowed unabridged and unobstructed from 
m ountain to sea is in the tru er m anner of a dw eller on its banks. So a'so is 
th e description of lodge and wigwam, decorated w ith spoils of chase and war, 
and of the ch ie fs m agic skill and the daughter’s woodland Ca ‘dom and love. 
of the wedding feast to the river sagatno. s aud the sachem s from the crystal 
hills to th e fa r southeast. Ti e story of Indian pride, alw ays greater than 
Indian love, carries w ith it the gloom w hich belongs to the forest paean even 
in his days of peace. And in bis hour of treachery and blood “Moeg Megone” 
show s how dark w as tile strife and dire th e revenue and bitter the hate be­ 
tw een the savage aud the encroaching alien. So the “ Legendary Poems 
hint 
• f a rem ote tim e when the Norseman touched tii>on this dreary coast and sail­ 
ed aw ay, and of a later age when P uritan Endicott offerer! a Q uaker maiden to 
any sen captain who would take her to the B arbados to sell for "higher price 
I th an Indian girl or Moor.” Then he tu rn s hack to aboriginal story “around 
Boba go’s lonely lake” or in more distant Acadia, where Freuch and English 
contend for dom ination, or to nearer Pcntncket and the

protests for righteousness aud finally chanting its anthem s of the sea ami the 
storm , ending in th e cadences of evening as his sun w ent dow n in peace aud 
w ith these w ords from “The Shadow and the Light:” 


Shine on us w ith the light which glowed 
Upon the trance bound shepherd’s way, 
Who saw the darkness overflowed 
And drowned by tides of everlasting day. 


T bs m an w ill alw ays be rem em bered as even greater than his work, good 
•o d effective as th a t w as In the -cause of truth and hum anity. Much th a t 
m ight be said of bis sterling virtues and bis trite poetry may best be summed 
up to a stanza of Holmes’ trib u te to his companion gone: 
Best loved and saintliest of our singing train. 
E arth ’s noblest tributes to thy nam e belong. 
A lifelong record closed w ithout a stain, 
A blam eless memory shrined in deathless song.

p ain ts! savages, or the daylight swoop of priest and sheriff upon Goodman 
Macey’s cottage for the Q uaker w ha had taken refuge from the coming 
storm . 
In ail this the past of the country w ith w hich the poet is fam iliar is recalled 
and clothed w ith its traditions and its history, not us prosy chronicler and 
annalist had depicted it for Englishm en sit home or for posterity, but us 'a c t 
and fancy w ere blended in the m ind of the first New Englander who w as 
lifted above th e hard restrained life of th e eastern seaboard to discover and 
use the scant m aterial for poetry w hich lay in its valleys and on its hill­ 
sides. 
This W hittier saw and made the m ost of it. To the citizen of th e middle or 
southern states it seemed unfertile and poor as the soil in Essex pastures, but 
to the youths who have ranged over them and are now young iu memory only 
th e verse of their native poet will alw ays have the flavor of the sea. the river 
and the m ountains, as B ryant’s will have of th e woods and hills of H am p­ 
shire. 
This legendary poetry and th e am bition to develop w hatever possibilities 
lay beneath a sterile surface both receive a check In the poet’s m anifest e*M to 
enlist in the antislavery movem ent w hich w as startin g in 1H33. Colonisation 
in Liberty w as its first outcome, w ith H enry Clay as president of the society 
having the enterprise in charge, but as this schem e provided for freedm en 
only it appeared to m eet the rising issue but partially. The pam phlet w hich 
W hittier 
w rote is #lie prose statem ent of his views, but “ Randolph of Roan­ 
oke” was the beginning of his service in verse to the cause he had undertaken 
to cham pion a t th e cost of everything to which he 
had aspired. 
From t bis tim e his pen w as busy 
in w riting “Voices of Freedom .” 
The [>eeuniary 
unprofitableness of these w as counterbalanced by 
th e grow ing response they elicited from the north. 
Their title in th e next four years include “Tous- 
snint L’O uverture,” “The Yankee C irl. 
rile 
Slave M other’s Lam eut,” “Our Fellow C ountry­ 
men In Chains,” “The H unters of Men,” “Song of 
the Free” and several not found am ong Ids col­ 
lected iK>ems. 
In them all the purpose of the 
poet is clear and strong even if th e perform ance 
is not alw ays artistic. 
It was not a tim e when a 
reform er like W hittier could dally w ith art. 
A 
great b attle w as to be fought, and the- devoted 
soldier could not alw ays stop to burnish his 
weapons I t w as enough for him if bls shots raised a cheer; it w as much the 
•am e to him if they called forth a howl pf rage. T heir very roughness m ade 
nome of his verses appeal to th e boys in blue as more correct m easures and 
•x act rhym es did not. 
I 
In particular this w as tru e pf bis verse in the w ar period. It m atters not ( 
MC th e most popular of them is founded ui>on a new spaper report of doubtful I 
authenticity or th a t Its m ovem ent is som etim es forw ard aud back, m arching J 
and baiting like Stonew all’* troops. It has in it the spirit of reverence for the j 
country’s flag in spite of tem porary disloyalty, ann also of houor for B arbara i 
Prietchie’s defiant patriotism . The poetic idea is there aud a ruling sentim ent I 
• f the nation in sufficient abundance to furnish a dram a to full houses night , 
afte r night. 
- 
* 
Generation after generation of children will recite it as they run Old 
Glory up the flagstaff and learn the lessons of loyalty to it in the patriotic * 
literatu re of their country. E arly in th e w ar the note of forl>earanee and 
patience is ap p a ren t as in his “W ord For the H our” aud “The W atchers.” 
F aith is strong in "Astraea” and hope in “ M ithridates” and charity in the 
“A nniversary Poem.” B ut in them all is the purpose to help on the trium ph 
of consistency in a nation professing to be free and th e home of th** w orld's 
oppressed. 
So earnest was 
he 
in these contributions of his to the strife th at the 
thought .was of more account than tile word and the m eaning of 
his own 
verse than th e form of it. T he need of it all is declared in the lines to the flag 
a t the capitol: 
But now I see it! In the sun 
A fm * flag floats from yonder dome. 
Aud at th e nation’s hearth and home 
The justice loug delayed is done. 


The w ar over and the strain past, th e poet turned tow ard th e fields and 
memories of youth w ith greater leisure to do more finished work. H e could 
not w rite w ithout the stress of agitating reform upon him those poems in 
which the rural heart rejoices in city or country. Peace had not been s ir 
m onths declared when he began to w rite w hat he called “Snow-Bound, a W in­ 
te r Idyl, a Homely P ictu re pf Old New E ngland Hom es.” W inter on the 
M assachusetts coast has had a few apologists and countless m aligners, but 
none has more lovingly portrayed its w arm side or mon- faithfully exhibited 
its bleak side, giving to this also som ething of the softness and w arm th of a 
snow drift to a roistering, red cheeked boy and his frolicsom e dog. o utside it 
Is the carnival of th e storm ; w ithin it is the picture of com fort and safety be­ 
yond th e chill and the depth of overw helm ing snows. It is the w ar song 
of the New England farm er in conflict w ith his w inter, w ith a strain of vic­ 
tory a t tile e n d .aud of joy through it alL Only a farm er s boy could have 
known W hat to w rite, and a true poet only could have set the ouowr scene in 
such verse. 
Side by side w ith It should alw ays be placed the sum m er m arine view 
of “The T ent on the Beach.” Good as he modestly thought th e first, he hoped 
to m ake th e second still better. The one brought him lid,OOO; the other w as 
sold a t th e rate of a thousand copies a day. His poetic am bition w as more 
th an gratified, and prosperity crow ned his later years, but he bad known th e 
dull and heavy dreariness of farm life, which does not alw ays give strength 
to those who, like the Libyan g ia n t keep in contact w ith tfee earth. In hla 
prelude to th e poem “ Among th e H ills” he brings out the real side of farm ing 
in contrast to w hat idealism it may have in the poem itself, w hich he a t first 
Intended to m ake a com panion idyl to “Snow-Bound.” 
W hichever aspect of country life the poet delineates ho will alw ays find 
readers w ho have seen or heard of his description and to be pleased w ith w hat 
they could not have so truly done them selves. Consequently be ta the country 
people’s poet more th an any other and the songm aker of all who love th e 
country from one m outh to 12 according to tim e and opportunity or even 
necessity. Fortunately he wrote enough to last days and weeks, as poetry 
should be read in lim ited quantities to be best appreciated. The variety of his 
them es and execution also prevents th e w eariness of monotony, the mediocre 
perform ance som etim es affording th e relief of change from the greater strain 
and the surpassing excellence of his best achievem ent. B ut no one can read 
hie poems in course mr a t random w ithout know ing th a t early and late be 
was the tuneful voice of hie province recalling its forest legends, uttering its

In tile first complete colloc- 
tion of Ids poems Whittier placed 
‘•The Bridal of P 
naeook” at the 
begiuning. as if typifying Ins earliest 
poetic ambition finding the legend on 
the hanks of his own Merritnae. thus indleatitig that lie would not go tar 
afield ff r the thei irs of his poetry. Like Scott, and I re hic afte rs e l . Le Intro. 
duces the old fitshlot.ed “chronicle 
cf tender wars" to give an air of credibility 
to a legend which might as well have been gathered from the lr,Tailor I of the 
mountain inn as from the f* urth book in b's representative l l rary of "Bun- 
Tan. W atts and a file of almanacs." But this was a custom of tin1 time. The 
apostrophe to the river which dewed unabridged and unobstructed from 
mountain to sea is in tho truer manner of a dweller on its banks 
So a’so is 
the description of lodge and wigwam, decorated with spoils of chase and war. 
and of the chiefs magic skill at: I the daughter' - w midland fr< ‘dom and love. 
of the wedding feast to the river sa ga mo. s and the sa Ie::;., item the crystal 
hills to the far southeast. The story of Indian pride, always greater than 
Indian love, carries with it the gloom which belongs to the f o r ’st pagan even 
In his days of pence. And in bis hour of tranche '.v and blood "Mogg Mcgoue" 
shows how dark was tile strife and dire the revenge and bitter tile hate be­ 
tween tile savage and the encroaching alien. So the "leg en d ary Poems" hint 
af a retinue time when the Norseman touched upon this dreary coast and sail­ 
ed away, and of a later age when Puritan Endicott offered a Quaker maiden to 
any sen captain who would take her to the Barbados to sell for "higher price 
I than Indian girl or Moor.*’ Then ho turns back to aboriginal story "around 
Sebago'* lonely lake" or in more distant Acadia, where French and K adish 
contend for domination, or to nearer PentneUet and the midnight raid of 
painted savages, or the daylight swoop of priest and sheriff upon bondman 
Macey’s cottage for tile Quaker w in laid taken refuge from the cerning 
storm. 
In all this the past of the country with which tin* poet is familiar Is recalled 
and clothed with its traditions and its history, not as prosy chronicler and 
annalist had depicted it for Englishmen tit home or for jiosterity, but as tact 
and fancy were blended in the mind of tie* first New Englander who was 
lifted above the hard restrained life of the eastern sea lion rd to discover and 
use the scant material for poetry which lay in its valleys and on its hill­ 
sides. 
This W hittier saw and made the most of it. To tile citizen of the middle or 
southern states it seemed unfertile and poor as tile soil iii Essex pastures, but 
to the youths who have ranged over them and are now young in memory only 
the verse of their native poet will always have tile flavor of the sea, tin* river 
and the mountains, as B ryant’s will have of the woods aud hills of H am p­ 
shire. 
This legendary poetry and the ambition to develop whatever possibilities 
lay beneath a sterile surface both receive a check in the poet’s manifest 
to 
enlist in the antislavery movement which was starting In 1H33. Colonization 
In Liberty was its first outcome, with Henry Clay as president of the society 
having the enterprise in charge, but as this scheme provided for freedmen 
only it appeared to meet the rising issue but partially. The pamphlet which 
W hittier wrote is #he prose statem ent of his views, but "Randolph of Roan* 
eke” was the beginning of his service In verse to the cause he had undertaken 
to champion at the cost of everything to which ho 
had aspired. 
From this time his pen was busy 
iii writing "Voices of Freedom.” 
The i»ecuniary 
unprofitableness of these was counterbalanced by 
the growing response they elicited from the north. 
Their title in the next four years include "Tous- 
saint L ’Ouverture," "The Yankee Cirl. 
Fhe 
Slave Mother’s Lam ent,” "Our Fellow Country­ 
men In Chains," "The Hunters of Men," "Song of 
the Free” and several not found among his col­ 
lected i>oems. 
In them all the purpose of the 
poet is clear and strong even lf the performance 
is not always artistic. 
It was not a time when a 
reformer like Whittier could dally with art. 
A 
great battle was to be fought, and the- devoted 
Whittier. 
soldier could not always stop to burnish bis 
weapons. It was enough for him if his shots raised a cheer; it was much the 
■ame to him if they called forth a howl pf rage. Their very roughness made 
•ome of his verses appeal to the boys in blue as more correct measures and 
•xact rhymes did not. 
I 
In particular tins was true of his verse in Hie w ar period. It matters not i 
lf the most popular of them is founded ujioii a newspaper report of doubtful j 
authenticity or that its movement Is sometimes forward aud back, marching J 
and halting like Stonewall^ trw ps. I t has in it Hie spirit of reverence for the j 
country’s flag in spite of temporary disloyalty, am! also of bouor for Barbara j 
Frletchie's defiant patriotism. The poetic idea is there and a ruling sentiment i 
mf the nation in sufficient abundance to furnish a dram a to full houses night ] 
after night. 
. 
, 
Generation after generation of children will recite it as they run Old 1 
Glory up the flagstaff and learn the lessons of loyalty to it in tho patriotic • 
literature of their country. Early in tin* w ar the note of forltearance aud 
patience is apparent, as iii his "Word For the H our” and "Tile Watchers.” 
Faith 
is strong in "Astraea” and hope iii "M ithridates” and charity in the 
"Anniversary Poem.” 
But in them all is the purpose to help on the triumph 
of consistency in a nation professing to be free and the home of the world's 
oppressed. 
So earnest was he in these contributions of his to the strife that the 
thought .was of more account than the word and the meaning of his own 
verse than the form of it. The need of it all Is declared in the lines to the flag 
a t the capitol: 
But now I see it! In tho sun 
A fns* flag floats from yonder dome. 
Aud at the nation’s hearth and home 
The justice long delayed is done. 
The w ar over and the strain past, the poet turned tow ard the fields and 
memories of youth with greater leisure to do more finished work. He could 
not write without the stress of agitating reform upon him those poems in 
which the rural heart rejoices in city or country. Peace had not been six 
months declared when he began to write what lie called "Snow-Bound, a Win­ 
ter Idyl, a Homely Picture pf Old Newr England Homes.” 
Winter on the 
M assachusetts coast has had a few apologists and countless maligners, but 
none has mort* lovingly portrayed its warm side or limn* faithfully exhibited 
Its bleak side, giving to this also something of the softness arid warm th of a 
snowdrift to a roistering, red cheeked boy and his frolicsome dog. Outside It 
is the carnival of the storm: within it is the picture of comfort and safety be­ 
yond the chill and the depth of overwhelming snows. 
It is the war song 
of the New England farm er in conflict with his winter, with a strain of vic­ 
tory a t the en d .and of joy through it all. Only a farm er's boy could have 
known What to write, and a true poet only could have wet the snow’ scene in 
such verse. 
Side by side with It should always be placed the sum m er marine view 
of “The Tent on the Beach.” Good as he modestly thought the first, he hoped 
to make the second still better. The one brought him I lo,OOO; the other was 
sold at the rate of a thousand copies a day. His poetic ambition was more 
than gratified, and prosperity crowned his later years, but be bad known the 
dull and heavy dreariness of farm life, which does not always give strength 
to those who, like the Libyan giant, keep in contact with the earth. In his 
prelude to the poem "Among the Hills” he brings out the real side of farming 
in contrast to what idealism it may have in the poem itself, which he at first 
intended to make a companion idyl to “Snow-Bound.” 
Whichever aspect of country life the poet delineates he will always find 
readers who have seen or heard of his description and to be pleased with w hat 
they could not have so truly done themselves. Consequently he is the country 
People’s poet more than any other and the songmaker of all who love the 
count ny from one month to 12 according to tim e and opportunity or even 
necessity. Fortunately he wrote enough to last days and weeks, as poetry 
should be read in limited quantities to be best appreciate.! 
The variety of his 
themes and execution also prevents the weariness of monotony, the mediocre 
performance sometimes affording the relief of change from the greater strain 
and the surpassing excellence of his best achievement. But no one can read 
his poems iii course or at random without knowing that early and late he 
was the tuneful voice of his province recalling its forest legends, uttering its
